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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
invention as now claimed is not disclosed nor rendered obvious in view of the prior art of 
record. As to independent claims 1 , 12, 13, and 23, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, the recited system, apparatus, and method, in 
which sensing means are associated with call-processing means, the sensing means 
for sensing real-time activity of plural persons that proximate the sensing means and for 
providing real-time information signals indicative of real-time activity to the call- 
processing means, wherein the call-processing means conveys information signals to a 
caller on a call into an input-output port prior to putting the call through to a 
telecommunications device. No prior art was found that discloses or teaches the 
limitations of claims 1, 12, 13, and 23. 

3. Claims 2-1 1 and 14-22 are dependent upon claims 1 and 13, respectively, 
therefore, claims 2-11 and 14-22 are allowed.
